A few months azo certain enthusiasts in this country celebrated the five- 
hundredth anniversary of the death of a so-called Reformer. [It was John Huss 
of Bohemia, who was executed for heresy in 1415. He had stirred up the peo- 
ple by pernicious teachings. He had affirmed that “the church is the congre- 
gation of the predestined;” that “priests must preach the word of God re- 
eardiess of the censure of the Church.” These were only two of his false 
doctrines. Like Wickliffe he appealed to the mob and incited them to perse- 
oute priests and monks. The Counct! of Constance ordered the “reformer” to 
be seized, and proceeded with him according to the custom of the time. 

These facts were rehearsed a few months ago and John Huss was praised 
asa martyr of liberty against “ecclesiastical tyrnny.” The magazines sounded

During the last’ four centuries religion outside 
the Catholic Church has oh cee from three inde- 
ndent branches to six hundred; it has progressed 
rom the rejection of all authority in religion to such 
dilated private judgment as asserts the right to wen 
teach and govern the teachers. Progress has reduce 
the Redeemer to a man, a creature, and, therefore, to 
no Redeemer at all; progress in religion has wiped 
hell off the chart of revelation, and asserted that on 
judgment day—if there be one—the sinner must fare 
as well as the saint; progress has altered creeds or 
thrown them overboard, and, hence, virtually repu- 
diates the difference between truth and falsehood. 
Progress has reduced religion to observance of the 
Golden Rule, and hence has enthroned man in the 
place of God : it has obliterated the supernatural in 
religion; it has reduced the Bible to a book of history 
and literature; it has occasioned all the indifferentism 
in the world today and made Christianity a babel of 
confusion to the unconverted on-looker,

Tt is doubtiess a fact that we Catholics have often to meet the 
Hen in all reality under the shape of bigotry and persecution which 
which he now assumes. Woe are neither Davids ter Bamsons to 
meet him single-handed, and we must therefore strongly unite and 
property prepare ourselves for this danger. 

But there is a timid and cver-politic clues of Oatholics who 
hear the crouching lion in every rustle of the dry leaves. They 
dare not come into prominence as defenders of their fatth for 
fear of consequences, such as the loss of social prestige, the weaken- 
ing of political influence, of the lessening of temporal profits and 
advantages. They are thereford doing nothing for Christ and His 
Church where they might and should do so much. They are God's 
servants fafling to perform the duties of their stewardship. In 
vatn would they quiet their consciences with the idle excuse: 
“There is a lion without, I shall be slain in the midst of the streets.” 

But we are not here concerned with others. The moral applies 
to ua. Why, we ask ourselves, have not we done more? 

There is on every hand a dearth of men and means to carry 
on the great works for God. Money is needed; service is needed ; 
vocations are needed. The question to bo answered by each one is: 
“Am I prepared faithfully to do my own art?’ If not, what is the 
Hien in the way? 2 

My first duty is the upbuflding of God’s Kingdom within my 
own soul, the conscientious striving to attain that degree of per- 
fection God has destined for me, the accomplishment of His will 
in my regard. The lion in my way has been the dread of sacrifice 
and of the effort required to overcome my spiritukl sloth. Once 
we have firmly set our foot upon the path of progress, the tawny 
terror of our own imagination shall at once have vanished. When 

ve come to meet the real lion we can trust In the strength of God 
to-evercome him. The humble man, who trusts in God alone and 
does his manly part,is never vanquished: he relies far more upon 
the arms of constant prayer than upon his mere material weapons, 
yet he does not for that reason disdain to use the latter to the very 
best advantage. It was “the spirit of the Lord” that came upon 
Samson and he tore the Ifon as he would have torn a kid. 

That conquest of ourselves once fairly begun, we can more 
confidently hope to conquer other souls for God, and we shall dally 
extend His Kingdom on earth by prayer and good example and 
apostelic efforts of a thousand kinds. Numbers alone are not sut- 
ficient for the Chureh. What is needed is an army of sealous and 
efficient workers. There are siothful Catholics enough who are a 
reproach to their religion. God's cause calls for men and women 
who are willing to put forth their own best strength rather than 
merely wait for others to do the work. 

“It is the duty of priests and bishops,” they exelatm where a 
labor for God is to be done, as if {it were not the layman's task as 
well to look after the interests of Christ and His Church.

LIBERTY BELL OF THE WEST.

The great “Liberty Beil of 
bell that 137 years ago 
American 
Supremacy in the vast frontier ter- 
ory of the Mississippi valley—now 
lies almost forgotten by the outside 
world in the Church of the Immacn- 
late Conception tn the little village 
of New Kaskaskia, Il!., writes Dean 
Halliday in the Chicago Brening Post. 

Next to the Liberty Bell tn Phila- 
delphia the “Kaskie bell,” as it 1s 
known hereabouts, is the most his- 
toric bell in the country. It is older

By the Asperges we mean the 


Asperges from the words intoned at 
the beginning of the ceremony. 
Asperges is a Latin word derived from 
the verb aspergere, wich means to 
wash, or to sprinkle. 

The ceremony is performed by the 
priest who is about to celebrate the 
Mass. He enters the sanctuary wear. 
ing vestments of the liturgical color 
of the day. In place of the chasuble 
he wears the cope. Having made a 
genufiection before the altar he kneels 
down and with the aspersortal 
sprinkles the altar, himself and the 
servers with holy water, intoning the 
while the first words of the ninth 
verse of the Psalm, Asperges me— 
Thou shalt sprinkle me. Making a 
genufiection before the altar, the cele- 
brant sprinkles the congregation, 
usually walking through the main 
aisle of the church though he need 
not go beyond the gate of the sanctu- 
ary. 

After the priest has intoned the 
Asperges me, and whilst he is sprink-

of their dwellings. In Exodus 24, 8, 
another reference is made to hyssop. 
According to this passage Ierael’s 
great lawgiver sprinkled the Hebrews 
with hyssop, dipped in the blood of 


victims, at the sealing of the old 
‘covenant between Jehova and His 


rite | people. Hyssop was also used at some 
of the purifications of the Jews. With 


it the sprinkling of the water of puri- 
fication was made at the cleansing of 
a person polluted by the touch of a 
dead body (Num. 19, 8). It is there- 
fore not surprising to find that this 
intimate Law led the Psalmist to re- 
gard the sprinkling with hyssop as 
symbolical of a thorough purification 
of the heart. And this view the Catho- 
lic Church has made her own in the 
ceremony of the Asperges. When, 
therefore, in the language of the 
Psalmist we ask in the Asperges, that 
God sprinkle us with hyssop, we ask 
Him to cleanse our souls from sin so 
that we may assist worthily at the 
Sacrifice of the Mass. 

The priest returning to the foot of 
the altar says: Show us, O Lord, 
Thy mercy, to which the. choir re- 
sponds: And grant us Thy salvation.
